This is an announcement regarding the days the Radiomarine 4-U radio 
console from the WWII vintage SS Rider Victory may be seen in actual 
operation on the air at the San Francisco Maritime Museum. 


As those who have seen my earlier messages on this topic will know, Tom 
Horsfall (WA6O0PE) and I spent more than a year removing the console from 
the ship and restoring it to operational condition. It has been installed 
in an accurate replica of the ship's radio room - accurate even to the 
stains on the floor - at the San Francisco Maritime Museum. The museum is 
open every day from 10am to 5pm. There is no admission charge and the 
console along with the rest of the exhibit on maritime communications may 
be viewed at any time during those hours. The console is normally turned 
off and protected by a plastic shield but is still worth viewing. 


However Tom and I have committed to be at the museum on the first Sunday of 
each month to remove the plastic cover and place the console in operation 
on the 40m and 20m amateur bands. Please consider this a warm invitation 
to stop by and see some classic equipment in operation. 


The console is still powered by the original motor-generator so you'll get 
to hear that machine spin up when we throw the switch. There is 
transparent plastic on the rear of the console so you'll be able to bask in 
the glow of twin 813s. The original copper tubing is still in place for 
the antenna lead so you'll be able to watch the RF ammeter climb and the 
neon lamp glow when the key is pressed. And you'll be able to hear the 
clack of the keying relay as lusty salvos of Morse are sent. 


If that kind of thing appeals to you please stop by the San Francisco 
Maritime Museum, 900 Beach St. at the foot of Polk St. (near the Hyde St. 
pier of Historic ships, the SS Jeremiah O'Brien Liberty ship and the SS 
Pampanito submarine) on the first Sunday of the month. Festivities will 
start around 11am. We will be there on duty this Sunday, 6 February.
